CUPID 


Whirlwind courtships and precipitate 
marriages are decried by Judge Keeler of 
the Superior Court, who holds that they 
are followed by far more divorces than 
those in which Cupid takes his time and 
leads the happy pair deliberately and de- 
corously to the altar. 

Judge Keeler ought to know. He hears 
many suits for divorce, and of late his 
court calendar has been crowded by them. 
He says it is as easy to get married nowa- 
days as it is to walk into a department 
store and buy a yard of ribbon. The result 
is that divorce is becoming more preva- 
lent than ever. The judge advises the 
adoption of a State law requiring couples 
who wish to be married to post a notice 
of intention with the County Clerk or other 
public official sixty days prior to the date 
set for the wedding. 

In England, in the thirteenth century, 
when all legal marriage ceremonies were 


the | Performed y priests, such notice was re- 


quired to be given, though the length of 
time prescribed was changed occasionally. 
Milton's famous treatise on “Divorce” and 
his denunciation of “ecclesiastical med- 
dling” with marriage resulted in the civil 
marriage ordinance of Cromwell, passed in 
1663. At present a civil marriage can be 
performed in England without notice, but 
a church marriage must be proclaimed by 
“banns” posted three weeks before the date 
ot the wedding. In England divorce is of 
far less frequency than in this country, and 
the argument might be made that this re- 
quirement of three weeks’ not for a 
church ceremony has a considerable bear- 
ing upon the matter—just how much no- 
body, of course, can determine. 

But here is a point which Judge Keeler 
and others who are in favor of making mar- 
riage a slower process may have over- 
looked: In proportion to the married popa- 
lation there have been of late three times 
as many divorces in the United States each 
year than there were in 1880 and for a 
considerable period subsequent to that 


very accommodating in the latter respect. 
It is seen, therefore, that, while the curb- 
ing of impetuous Cupid probably would have 
a salutary effect in decreasing divorce, 
there must be conditions now prevalent 
that bear upon the matter, which condi- 
did not exist four or five decades ago.

The killing of two children on the 
beach at Venice by a low-fiying airplane 
brings to mind the fact that Los Angeles 
recently bas adopted a regulatory ordi- 
nance, which, presumably, is not being en- 
forced.

Before ing further with 
this narrative, due respect for 
the reader’s curiosity directs that 
we diverge for a period sufficient 
to present a brief history of the 
steamer Maggie and her peculiar 
crew.

As a first mate of steam he had 
no difficulty inducing the inspec 
tors to grant him a license to 
skipper such an abandoned craft 
as the Maggie, and accordingly 
he hung up his ticket in her pilot- 
house and was registered as her 
master, albeit, under a gentle 
men’s agreement with Scraggs, 
he was not to claim the title of 
captain and was known to the 
world as the Maggie's first mate, 
second mate, third mate, quarter- 
master, purser and freight clerk. 

One Neils Halvorsen, a solemn 
Swede with a. placid, bovine dis- 
position, constituted the fo’castle 
hands, while Bart McGuffey, a 
wastrel of the Gibney type but 
slower-witted, reigned supreme in 
the engine- room.

An Inspiration 


Spain had recently lost Mexico 
and its provinces by the success- 
ful revolt of the Mexicans, and in 
the latter's exultation over recov- 
ering their independence, they 
Sought to exalt their own ances- 
ters, over whom Montezuma had 
ruled until the great conqyistador 
Cortes had overthrown the Mex- 
Wan emperor and seized his 
realm. Victoria, first President of 
Mexico, was then head of the 
Mexican government, and possi- 
bly this was one reason why Gov- 
ernor Echeandia wanted the word 
Victoria inserted in our name, 
and California changed to Mocte- 
guma. A practical] reason for the 
change of name of our Pueblo de 
Los Angeles arose from the com- 
plaints of officials tn Mexico that 
our name was often confused with 
that of Puebla de Los Angeles, 
which was the Capital of the 
Mexican State of Puebla. 

The California Assembly duly 
met and considered these weighty 
matters thus proposed by the Gov- 
ernor, and deeply pondered over 
them. The Angelenos were high- 
ly delighted with this magnificent 
coat-of-arms, and were wildly en- 
thusiastic over having the Capital 
located at Los Angeles. Still, they 
greatly objected to changing the 


the Governor wanted to flatter 


President Victoria: and the peren- 
mial job-holders of Monterey vio- 
lently opposed moving the capital 
from Monterey. This last objec- 
tion cut little figure with Gover 
mor Echeandia who, ever since his 
accession to office, had made San 
Diego the real seat of provincial 
government, greatly to the rage 
of the Monterey placemen. 

On July 18, 1827, the Assembly 


thereon, in Italy, endeared to the 
heart of St. Francis, founder of 
the monastic order of Francis- 
cans, to which Portola’s padres 
belonged. 

Next day, Portola resumed his 
march, crossed the Los Angeles 
River near the present Broadway 
Bridge, and near the Plaza met 
a band of Indians from the ad- 
jacent and ancient Indian village 
of Yang-Na. In honor of the pre- 
vious days saint, Portola called 
our river the Porctuncula, and is 
sald to have given Yang-Na the 
hame of Nuestra Senora de Los 
Angeles. When Governor dé 
Neve founded our town here 
twelve years later, 1781, he added 
several words to this first name, 
and thus made it El Pueblo de 
Nuestra Senora La Reina de Los 
Angeles, who was a wholly differ- 
ent saint from Our Lady of Por- 
cluncula. There has much con- 
fusion about this matter, but 
is the truth of it. 

After Spain's dominion over 
Mexico and California had ceased, 
our Angeleno officials decided 
that the already lengthy name of 
our town was not commensurate 
with its massive greatness as a 
burg, so they gravely ordered that 
henceforth the official name of 
our town should be El Pueblo de 
Nuestra Senora, Santa Maria, la 
Reina de Los Angeles! And thus 
our very small town staggered 
along, awhile, under the colossal 
burden of this tremendous name, 
until the burden became too great 
to be borne, and the Santa Maria

age of 5&6 years, when my

sixteen miles. Astounding as it 
may sound, I have swam more 
than 1000 miles since taking up 
swimming—after 55.

Only those persons who 
swim great distances without 
sufficient preparatory training 
drop poundage during their ex- 
haustive trials. 

All of my birthday swims,

A rough sea is very dishearten- 
ing as it induces seasickness, fa- 
tigue and a great deal of extra 
exertion. 
In all my ocean swims I have

ANCIENT MATHEMATICIAN’S BOAST BORNE OUT 


Following the famous boast of Archimedes that he could move the world under the proper set of circumstances, the 
modern house movers have been doing their best to put inte actuel deeds the same idea, Here are some of the famous feats 
performed in Southern California by the house movers. Al the right is a huge residence being lowered from an elevation 
lo a highway before being towed across town to 6 new location. The central photograph shows a “worm's eye view” of 
a big brick residence being transported on “dollys” and shows the powerful end intricate mechanism by which the mover: 
do their work without injury to the buildings. The lower picture is probably the most famous bit of moving in history, the 
removal of the huge Alhambra Hotel building from the present sile of the new Hall of Justice. This is the biggest 
building ever moved by human agency.

There are thousands of cases in 
this city wherein dwellings origi- 
nally constructed on the forward 
ends of lots have been moved 
rearward in order to make room 
for revenue producers in front— 
flat buildings, apartment-houses, 
storerooms, etc. In addition, 
there are the innumerable in- 
stances of buildings raised to per- 
mit the construction of new lower 
stories, which tasks are within 
the province of the house mover. 

There are about thirty house- 
moving. concerns in Los Angeles, 
but only a half-dozen of these are 
of consequential caliber and they 
secure at least seventy-five per 
cent of the business. 

Te produce exact elementary 
figures regarding this really im- 
portant industry is impracticable, 
for, strange to say, there is no or- 
ganization among the house mov- 


ers with such statistical resources 


and the operators, themselves, 
are at wide variance when it 
comes to statistics. Probably five 
hundred men are directly and reg- 
ularly employed in the business, 
while at times the number may 
be increased to around 1000. The 
number of persons directly em- 
ployed, however, does not com- 
plete the employing incidence of 
the industry, for there are em- 
ployed indirectly. several times 
that number, these others con- 
sisting of surveyors and graders 
who, respectively, plat out and 
prepare new sites for removed

Can Move Anything 


As in practically every other 
field of human activity, house 
moving, both in method and 
mechanism, has advanced consid- 
erably in the last quarter of a 
century, with, of course, a pro- 
portionate development in ef- 
clency. It is no longer a question, 
with a well-equipped, 
organized house-moving concern, 
of “can we do it,” but of “can we 
have room enough in which to do 
it.” Archimedes, referring to the 
power that lay in the lever, said, 
“Give me where I may stand, and 
I will move the world!” So the 
house mover of today might say, 
“Give me where I may operate, 
and I will move anything!” 

Structures of brick, reinforced 
concrete, hollow tile or stucco are 
moved with the facility and cer- 
tainty from serious impairment 
that twenty-five years ago could 
only be thought of in connection 
with ordinary sized frame build- 
ings. Size and weight, no matter 
how great either or both, have no 
deterrent effects on the up-to-date 
player of the house-moving game, 
and the overcoming of topograph- 
ical difficulties is easily accom- 
plished by careful calculation and 
minutely nice mechanical adjust- 
ments. 


A Real Science 


House moving has simply be- 
come a science. It now enlists 
the talents of surveyors, draughts- 
mes, architects, structural engi- 
neers and others of scientific 
knowledge.

The “dolly,” a picture of a type 
of which is shown with this arti- 
cle, is not massive in appearance, 
but it sustains a huge weight, its 
estimated tonnage capacity being 
seventy-five tons. It has rendered 


‘practicable the “three-point sus- 


pension” idea in moving struc 
tures, an idea that has proven of 
inestimable value in the work. 
“Three-point suspension” is at- 
tained by placing one of these 
trucks under the structure load a 
little forward of the center of the 
latter, then two others -equidis- 
tant diagonally from the first one 
so that there will be a truck near 
each rear corner of the load. 
These trucks are all tied to the 


which it rests. Then the pulling 
cables are similarly attached and 
the hauling ensues with the build- 
ing, or sectfon of same, if the 
structure is too large to move in- 
tact, moving forward very much 
as though it was on a set of cas- 
ters. This method has found 
most favor in the West and the 
“dolly” shown in illustration is 
the largest in this section of the 
country. The wheels of this 
truck revolve on six-inch axles 
and are thirty inches in diameter 
and thirty inches wide, being 
made in three ten-inch sections. 
Some Big Shifts 
For several years San Francis- 
co held the record for a real 
“hefty” and difficult moving feat. 
This record was made in 1913 in 
the moving of a brick school 
building three stories high and 
about 200x100 feet in dimensions 
two blocks. There were reasons 
for haste in moving the edifice 
and the contractor was offered a 
bonus of $50,000 if he moved and 
anchored it in good condition on 
the new site within a stipulated 
time. The general impression, 
shared in by many house movers, 
was that the “thing simply 
couldn't be done,” but it was done 
and the contractor collected the 
bonus. Los Angeles house mov- 
ers have several times since out- 
classed that achievement and if 
old Bill Knickrehm, pioneer house 
mover of this city, could come 
again among us he would surely 
be amazed at what his successors 
in the craft have accomplished.

had played violoncello 
with the Poppofsky'’s 
Symphony Orchestra. 
He had seen that or- 
ganization grow from 
humble beginnings in- 
to one of the great 
symphonic groups of 
the world. 


When Josef first 
came to America from 
the Conservatory in 
Saalsberg, Germany. 
and took up his hum- 
ble violoncello bow 
under Poppofsky’s d.. 
rectorship, the orches- 
tra was just struggling 
into existence, sub 
sisting off precarious 
endowments and negli 
gible earnings. To 
such an extent that 
not infrequently the 
men were obliged to 
let their pay go over 
for a week, sometimes 
two, and one lean, un- 
forgettable winter, 
there was no salary at 
all for six weeks. 


Those were in the 
old days before the 
leonine magnificence 
of  Poppofsky had 
crashed itself thor- 
oughly into public con- 
sciousness. The time 
came when Poppofsky, 
who looked like a lion 
conducted with a fire and a fury and a scin- 
tillation that were to bring the world to his 
feet, elevated his orchestra to the kind of 
pre-eminence that made it absolutely with- 
out danger of equal, much less superior. 

Every Poppofsky audience was one that 
equalled in brilliance an opening Metropoll- 
tan Opera performance. 

The subscription list to a Poppofsky con- 
cert had been hermetically sealed for years, 
that is, so far as it was possible for a mere 
layman to obtain season seats. Tickets 
were actually auctioned off, at fabulous 
rates, to the highest bidder.

It 
is doubtful if even the drabbest of them, like 
Blats. who had steadily, through the years, 
helped the orchestra climb to its eminence, 
really minded.

Blatz’s case was a little unusual. He was 
undoubtedly the best cello player in Amer- 
ica.

Blatz—the man who was doomed to go 
through life, second fiddle.

Strain of Gaudy Colors 

Even the method in which we furnish our 
homes constitutes a strain, especially upon 
eyes which have not yet become thoroughly 
adapted to a world not of their own choos 
ing. 

I speak now of the gaudy, brilliant, jazzy 
colors with which so many of our homes are 
(Did I say decorated? What I 
really meant was “desecrated.”) 

The room in which a baby lies should be 
dull in tone, reflecting no glare, absorbing 
most of the brilliant sunshine, and of 
darker hue than is commonly used. . 

His bed should ale be dark-colored and 
restful to the eyes. Whatever pictures deco 
rate his room should follow the same gen- 
eral color scheme. 

Effects of Glare 

Many experiments on this line have bees 
tried. We know, for instance, that if we 
use an object bright enough, within a very 
few minutes we can paralyze eye function to 
the point of hypnosis. : 

Brilliant, gaudy objects, constantly stared 
at, will ultimately produce a partial or mitt 
gated type of eye paralysis. But we call it 
astigmatism or perhaps strabismus. 

Reading Strains 

As the child grows up, the crimes com- 
mitted against his eyesight vary in intensity 
and number. 

Far too early we teach him to read. In 
our selfish vanity we want him to become an 
adult as speedily as possible. 

I have seen doting mothers by the hun- 
dreds who take a vast pride in the fact that 
their children are able to read books at the 
age of five or six. Shame onthem! Merely 
to get the satisfaction that their child is 
precocious! 

No child at this early age is capable of 
reading books in spite of a forced mental de- 
velopment. Personally, I would rather a 
child would not learn to read until the age 
of ten, eleven, or even twelve. By this time 
the eyes are strong enough to at least par- 
tially withstand the strain of continued con- 
centration on books and other reading ma- 
terial. 

The print size of books invariably is not 
suitable for child usage. Most of our mage 
zineg and newspapers use a type that is too 
small with its consequent eye-strain. 

Many of our books are printed on glossy 
paper so that there is a constant back-glare 
into the eyes. 


Wrong Reading Habits 

A visit to the children’s room of any public 
library quickly reveals some of the current 
practices of reading. 

We find children hunched, bent over 
straining their eyes as they avidly read their 
books. Their posture is crooked. The angle 
of light that enters is wrong. They are téo 
close to their books and often the book is of 
too small a type with a back-glare. 


Home Lighting 
Next we come to the almost criminal care- 
lessness in many homes of permitting chil- 


- dren to read by imadequate, artificial light, 


and at night.

In the milder type the symptoms are some 
times scarcely discernible. . 

As a preliminary, the child usually shows 
restlessness and inability to remain quiet, 
which many parents characterize as 
“fidgets.” 

Together with this restlesshess, one will 
find irritability such as crying spells, night- 
mares, occasional pains to the limbs, head- 
aches, and always digestive disturbances— 
usually constipation, excesive gas formation, 
and sometimes even vomiting and nausea. 
The jerky, irregular movements, will usual- 
ly commence after these preliminary symp 
toms have established themselves. 

The treatment is very marked. In the 
milder cases rigid attention to a diet of such 
a nature that elimination will be rapidly and 
fully established is essential. 

The child may play freely and remain out- 
doors as much as he cares to. However, 
sleep, relaxation and quiet are just as essen- 
tial and these should be the logical counter- 
parts of physical activity. 

Nude sun baths will also do much toward 
furnishing the necessary degree of relaxa- 
tion. 

Under no circumstances should medicines 
of any type be given. The best medical au- 
thorities agree that there is no medicine,

Hydrotherapy in the form of alternate hot 
and cold body compresses, applied from the 
armpits to the ankles, will do much to . 
crease an anemic circulation and induce nor- 
mal relaxation. 


In this disease, the work of the osteopath 
or chiropractor is of especial value, as by 
means of their manipulations a better blood 
circulation and nerve supply to the affected 
areas are produced. 

Massage-will do a great deal to relieve the 
muscular tension.

It was this mediaeval tradition of accept-

But our arrogance or snobbishness as 
a nation—which cannot be doubted—was 
due to our insular position in Europe and the 
Protestant Reformation which cut us off a 
good deal from intellectual intercourse with 
the Continent. 

The Eighteenth Century English gentile 
man was certainly the most arrogant hu- 
man being in the whole world. When he 
made the “Grand Tour” through Europe he 
left a trail of hatred behind him because of 
his haughty manners, his contempt for the 
language, fashions, religion, and manners 
of all the foreigners he encountered. 

His attitude of mind was refiectéd in the 
coarse abuse of foreigners among the low- 
est class of English life. They cursed the 
French as “frog-eaters” and firmly believed 
that Napoleon drank babies’ blood for 
breakfast. They were convinced that one 
Englishman could whip three Frenchmen 
with one hand behind his back. 

In the early nineteenth century doubts 
began to creep into the minds of the more 
Intelligent; there was a gradual recognition 
of the glories of Italian Art, the wit and ele- 
gance of French literature, the scholarship 
and science of Germany; but until quite 
recent ‘days the ordinary ignorant fellow, of 
high rank or low, still called the Jtalians ee 
cream merchants,” the French “froggies,” 
and every kind of foreigner by the general 
term of “dagoes.”

It is interesting to note the condition 
and surroundings of the capital city at the 
time of its occupation by the government. 
Abigail Adams, the talented wife of the 
second President, after saying that the city 
was “only so in name,” writes further: 
“Here and there is a small cot, without a 
glass window, interspersed amongst the

He moved toward the front of the plat- 
form, his hands on his hips, and there was 
not a man who saw him who did not realize 
that there was a human being actuated by 
an overwhelming responsibility to the na- 
tion.

ia / About Age-Old Irrigation Problem and Puts in Pumps— {he tive water. The power comes from 


great areas of intensively cultivated 
land, irrigated from the Puphrates, Tigris 
and other rivers supported a huge popula- 
tion, including such great cities as Ninevah 
and Babylon. The rivers are still there, 
but they flow through deserts. There was 
-@ time when the Salt and Gila River val- 
leys in Arizona were tilled by an industri- 
ous pueblo-living people, camals for irriga- 
tion beink taken from the streams; though 
the rivers still flow, the lands they tilled had 
reverted to desert before the coming of. the 
Spaniards. Why these early peoples desert- 
ed the rich Mesopotamian and Arizona 
lands has furnished a fruitful topic of dis- 
cussion for centuries. Some authorities say 
the reason is the same in both cases the 
lands became unproductive because the wa- 
ter remained in the subsoil, rising toward 
the surface and bringing with it mineral 
salts. These are sti called by the Arabic 
name, “al kali,” used by anctent farmers of 
the old world. . 


Salt River Valley is only spotted with al- 
kali amd it is being fought with a degree of 
success. Elsewhere a few years ago there 
was a serious manifestation of the rising 
water table, a rise of as much as thirty feet 
in wells that had been dug in early days. 
South of Tempe, water would gather in post 
holes. Today the average Tempe water 
table has dropped more than six feet, and 
on the Tempe date farm where a cultivator 
would bog down a few years ago the water 
is ten feet under the surface now. This 
has been accomplished by drainage, but not 
with ditches, which are of little value under 


such conditions. The drainage of the sub- 


' soll is accomplished by means of electrically 
driven pumps which not only rid the soll 
of excess water and lower the water table, 
but add materially to the general supply 
for irrigation purposes. 

Salt River Valley from Granite Reef dam 
near the junction of the Verde and Salt riv- 
ers down to the Agua Fria about twenty 
miles below Phoenix is underlaid with 
strata of river gravel and sand to a great 
depth. In this, according to experts, is a 
“water bank” of about 4,000,000 acre feet 
all available for pumping within a practi- 
cable lift. This underground reservoir con- 
tains just about twice as much water as 
may be held by the reservoir on Salt River 
at Roosevelt and Mormon flats, with the ad- 
dition of the dam now being bullt at Horse 
Mesa. Last year, during one of the worst 
droughts ever known in the Southwest, the 
proper estimation of the value of this un- 
derground storage supply was fully realized. 
The Roosevelt reservoir gained materially 
from winter amd spring rains this season 
and the Verde now has much unstored wa- 
ter, but the Salt River Valley Water Users’ 
Association is maintaining 
keeping a pump supply on hand, both for 
drainage amd for saving the water of the 
river reservoirs for future needs.

Why Walnut Trees Varied So Wide 


in Leafing Out This Year 
By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD 
Ventura County Farm Adviser 


UCH has been printed recently in the 
agricultural press about the delayed 
dormancy of certain deciduous fruit 
and. walnut trees this spring, and as with 
most of the unusual responses in trees, the 
explanations offered differ widely. Most of 
the serious observations on delayed dor- 
mancy have been made on peach trees in 


J districts somewhat awag from the coastal 


influences. In such districts there is but 
little climatic variation. A similar study 
of the English walnut tree ts deserved since 
it is quite sensitive to delayed dormancy, 
as was shown in 1924 as well as this spring. 

Among the many theories advanced as to 
the probable cause of the condition, one is 
that intensity of sunlight, together with the 
heat and the dryness of the atmosphere dur- 
ing certain periods of the fall and winter, 
produced this phase of development. One 
writer believes that it is brought about by 
deep planting. Others place the blame on 
drought, either early last winter or as a 
cumulative effect of several years of scant 
rainfall. The theory suggested by Dr. W. 
H. Chandler, Division of Pomology, State 
Agricultural College, who has made a study 
of the problem in various parts of the coun- 
try, is as follows: 

“Trees which lose their leaves in the win- 
ter undergo a period of rest; such trees re- 
main in this state of dormancy, regardless 
of climatic influence until something occurs 
to break their rest, when they again pro- 


duce foliage and attendant growth. 

ture’s method of breaking this rest is cold 
This view is different from the 
opinion of most people, who have believed 
that the coming warmth of spring started 
activity in dormant trees. However, ac- 
cording to the theory, cold weather breaks 
the sleep, and the growth of awakening fol- 
lows with the warm weather which comes.” 

The writer has had unusual opportunities 
this spring to observe the responses of wal- 
nut trees in various parts of Ventura coun- 
ty. and believes that these observations con- 
firm very forcibly the explanation and theo- 
ry of Dr. Chandler. 

Ventura county is so situated that its ch 
mate is exceedingly varied. Some locations 
are very temperate during the winter and 
others range to quite cold. Most of the 
bearing acreage is in the coastal section, 
which is temperate and equable. This acre 
age has the reputation of producing more 
walnuts to the acre than any other section 
of California. There is a smaller acreage 
in interior districts and locations which un- 
dergo comparatively low changes during 
the winter. The walnut trees in the 
more temperate climate locations in Ven- 
turm county are the last to leave dormancy. 
In some ways this has been an advantage, 
for it has resulted in freedom from late 
frost injury and so heavier crops have been 


matured.

hydro-electric plants below the dams in the 
river canyons and from installations in the 
valley’s main canals; the smaller canals re- 
main to be harnessed. 

At frst many farmers objected to the 
pumped water, but now it is demonstrated 
that it is of even better quality than that 
from the river in low-flow times, amd the 
quality has been found to improve with com 
tinued pumping. 

The association has more than 150 pump 
installations with a capacity ranging from 
six-tenths of a second-foot flow up to four- 
teen second-feet, the latter from 18-inch 
wells. These wells are said to be capable 
of averaging 8000 acre-feet per annum. The 
entire battery of pumps has a capacity for 
raising more than 500,000 acre-feet a year 
or about 1500 acre-feet a day. Last year, 
313,000 acre-feet of water were raised, some 
of it merely for drainage and some for Iir- 
rigating lamd outside of the association 
area. Last year the electrical consumption 
for project uses amounted to 16,000,000 kil- 
owatt hours. The cost per acre-foot aver- 
aged $1.14 of which 70 cents went for pow- 
er and 44 cents for thaintenamce and opera- 
tion. 

The association investment in pumps and 
wells now approximates $1,000,000. 
larger pumps now being installed cost 
about $10,000 each, including houses and 
ditches. Sinking is done by the California 
“stovepipe” method and goes down for from 
150 to 400 feet. At the water stratum the 
casing is perforated by means of a Mills 
knife with twelve perforations to the foot. 
All the pumps are of the revolving shatt 


When the first Roosevelt project was in-. 
augurated the Government engineers in- 
stalled a 25-cycle, 3-phase electric system, 
which is still in use, although admitted to 
have disadvantages in view of the general 
use nowadays of sixty cycles. The current 
leaves the power works at 45,000 volts and 
this is stepped up to 110,000 and later re- 
duced valley use. 

MENACE REDUCED 

About eight years ago approximately 66. 
000 association acres were threatened with 
flooding. The damger area is now reduced 
to 18,000 acres. Surface water is easily 
kept ten feet under the surface, which is 
considered a good depth from an agricultur- 
al standpoint. With continuous operation 
of all the pumps, it is believed the water 
table could be lowered at the rate of three 
feet a year. 

The data given apply wholly to tht 
works of the Salt River Valley Water Users’ 
Association, which is supplying nearly 250. 
000 acres with water. In the valley and its 
extensions about 325.000 acres are being 
cultivated, with plans under way by outside 
enterprises for the reclamation of nearly 
100,000 acres more. At present nearly 200 
pumps, most of them smadl, serve the acre- 
ages on the outskirts of the valley proper, 
around Litchfield, Marinette, Goodyear and 
other points. To the eastward beyond 
Mesa are the largest pumps of all, those of 
the Roosevelt Water Conservation District. 
There mag be found four pumps of 600- 
horsepower each and two more of 200-horse- 
power, used to fill a canal from a head canal 
of the association, with more than a score 
of pumps added along the Roosevelt district 
ditches. Nearly all are operated electrical

Eureka and Lisbon 
lemons show lack of compatibility on sour 
orange root and it is apt to subject the trees 
to premature old age, he stated. Both, he 
said, did well on pomelo and sweet orange.

ty Farm Advisor V. F. Blanchard was made

Paula Citrus Association, stated that in his 
experience aphis are easy to kill but dim- 
cult to reach. Spraying has a wider range 
for efficiency than dusting but is slower and 
costs more. Thoroughness is the most im- 
portamt factor for success. 


A. A. Brock discussed purple and red 
seale control in both Orange and Ventura 
counties. Mr. Brock was formerly horticul- 
tural commissioner in Ventura county and 
now serves Orange county in that capacity. 


Prof. Harry 8. Smith of the University of 
California presented an optimistic paper on 
biological control of citrus insect pests. 
This was followed by a progress report on 
the results of investigations of resistant red 
scale control by R. S. Woglum, entomologist 
for the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange.

WALNUT TREES 


(Continued from Page Three) 


We have had am exceedingly mild winter, 
just as we had in 1924. Our citrus growers 
did not have to light their heaters for frost 
protection, save in more exposed locations. 
Yet there has been a varied response in 
the way of foliation of trees, particularly of 
walnuts, and this variation appears to be 
directly in proportion to exposure to cold. 

If the cause of delayed dormancy was in- 
tensity of light, a hot period amd dry atmos- 
phere, we could reasonably expect that the 
most delayed walnut trees would be in 
those districts where the temperatures were 
higher during winter, the light intensity 
greater and the air drier. But such is not 
the case, for the trees which showed the 
greatest dormancy were nearest oceam in- 
fluences, and the trees which produced fol- 
lage first were in the cold districts where 
there was plenty of sunlight, a drier at- 
mosphere and some hot periods. 

There are hundreds of acres of young 
walnut trees in Ventura county which 
showed delayed foliation this spring and yet 
they were not planted deeply. So far as ob- 
servations have gone, deep planting has af- 
fected delayed foliation not at all. 

The writer does not believe that our wal- 
nut growers need to worry about this condi- 
tion. Probably it is a good thing for wainut 
trees to be delayed in coming into growth 
activity, as those districts where cold 
weather — shocked the trees into early 
activity appear te have rather light crops 
as a rule. However, it is admitted that the

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


ISALIA.—Evidence that the femit ship- 

ing season opened earlier in Tulare 

county this year than usual is found 
in monthly report of F. R. Bramn, ‘Tulare 
county horticultural commissioner. Plum 
shipments'are practically over, while canta- 
loupe and watermelon shipments started on 
June 11. Over 120 carloasis of potatoes had 
been shipped from the Woodville and Pop- 
lar districts early in July. Prospects point 
to an early grape shipping season, while 
cotton is also showing a splendid stand. 


TO LOWER WATER TABLE 


OXNARD.—The owners of 5100 acres in 
this section. have voted a bond issue ef 8130, 
000 for the purpose of raising enough money 
to lower the water table on their land. The 
new organization is Oxnard Drainage Dis- 
trict No. 2, though it Ig the fourth drainage 
improvement undertaken in the valley. 
Drainage amthorities have gaserted that 
some 50,000 acres in this region would be 
benefited by deep ditch drainage, widening 
the range of field crops and orchard devel- 
opment. With the rapid increase in irriga- 
tion, the need for drainage is growing. 


APPLES LOOK GOOD 


REDLANDS.— There will be over 600,000 
boxes of apples grown in the Yucaipa Val- 
ley this year unless something happens be- 
tween now and harvest time, according to 
conservative estimates of leading growers. 
They report am average over the entire val- 
ley of two boxes to the tree. The condi- 
tions have been good all seagon, the set of 
fruit was exceptionally good and weather 
conditions were almost ideal for the appli- 
cation of sprays.

GIN READY FOR COTTON 

MeFARLAND.—The Anderson-Clayton 
Cotton Gin Company, formerly known as 
the McFarland gin is making extensive im- 
provements in its plant. Four new gin 
stands have been installed which run at 
slow speed aud turn out u better product. 
The old machinery will be used in Arizona 
later where a shorter staple cotton is grown.

VENTURA.—An analysis of the crop of 
Horticultural Commissioner Albert Call for 
Ventura county for 1925 shows 3292 acres 
of bearing orange trees, and 5746 acres of 
bearing lemon trees. There are 3420 acres 
in oramges and 691 in lemons which are not 
yet in bearing, 1000 acres in oratiges being 
planted this year. Last year 965,220 packed 
boxes of lemons; 990.207 of Valencias, 194. 
298 of navels and 17,548 of miscellaneous 
citrus fruits were produced, with total ré- 
turns of $6,671,839.28. This shows am aver- 
age return to growers of $804.85 for oranges 
and $700.14 for lemons, after picking, pack- 
ing and selling charges were deducted. 
These figures are regarded as exeeptional. 
Production costs do not enter into the eseti- 
mates. 


MELON CROP ROLLS 
VISALIA.—The Tulare and Kern eounty 


watermelon crop, which is rolling to mar- 


ket now, will equal half the Imperial Val- 
ley total, according to figures compiled here. 
There are about 2000 acres of watermelons 
to be harvested in Tulare and Kern coun- 
ties, as compared with about 4000 acres in 
Imperial Valley.

Culling Is Vital Factor 
for Poultryman 


ARCADIA.—One of the practical 
ranches in this. district is that of J. J. For 
brich, West Arcadia, Mr. Forbrich was 
an electrical engineer in Western Canada, 
before ill health brought him to Southern 
California eleven years ago. He did not 
readily find work in his special line and as 
he had always liked the poultry business, 
he decided to adopt it. a 

He selected two acres in the upper sec 
tion of South Santa Anita, on which a 
peach orchard flourished, and bought fifty 
White Leghorn hens. He also purchased a 
340-egg incubator, which seems small as 
compared with the hatching capacity of his 
present plant—18,000 eggs. He decided that 
the only way to build ap his establishment 
was to get the best egg-laying stock obtain- 
able. 

Although he likes to think of his place 
as a one-man ranch, he finds it necessary to 
hire a helper one day a week during the

hatching season, which began this year on 
Jamuary 1 and continued at full capacity 
till May 21. To accomplish so much without 
more help he has installed a great deal of 
equipment, and every bit of the yard and 
housing space is utilized. 

Culling Mr. Forbrich regards as the most 
important factor in building up a flock. He 
says that in culling other flocks he has met 
with much opposition when he would dis- 
card a “good-looking” bird. He declares 
that “looks don't count“ and the “flapper 
hens” which spend so much time “pretty- 
ing themselves” are apt to be less profit- 
able than the rustlers whose somewhat-be- 
draggled plumage indicates that they work. 
He states that recently he culled 429 hens 
of a flock of 2600 and the egg production 
was not lowered although the feed bill was. 
He says the owner sold the 429 culls for 
$350. 

Mr. Forbrich believes that every poultry- 
man should learn to cull his own flock. He 
himself is able, he says, to cull from 1 
to 200 hens an hour, and he declares 
there is no mystery about the process. It is 
taught at farm-bureau demonstrations and 
has me almost a science. He is chair- 
man of the poultry department of the coun- 
ty farm bureau amd declares that the poul- 
trymen of Los Angeles county have saved 


thousands of dollars through the lessons : 


learned at these “culling schools.” 

r novice, according to Mr. Forbrich, ts 
apt to spend too much money on expensive 
buildings and too many birds not well chos- 
en. He urges all beginners, and others as 
well, to keép in touch with the farm bureau 
and the university, and he thinks most of 
their difficulties can be solved. Plans and 
detailed instructions for cheap but satisfac 
tory buildings are to be had for the asking 
and there is no need to tie up one’s capital 
m non-essential equipment, he says. Nor 
is there any need of grouping along untrod- 
den paths in the poultry business. By ask- 
ing, the beginner can take advantage of the 
experience of many others, he points out. 

Mr. Forbrichy while operating a success 
ful plant, spends several weeks each year 
“going to’ school.” He says it pays him to 
study and understand what others are do- 
ing. Sometimes he learns something that 
is both new and valuable to him. However, 
he does not believe in continually changing 
methods. This, he declares, is a cause of 
many failures, particularly in feeding pro 
grams. A good feed ration should be con 
tinued steadily, he says. 

The “well-stocked medicine shelf” has no 
place in the normal poultry plamt, accor. 
ing to Mr. Forbrich. He protests against 
doping fowls for every “imagimary co... 
plaint.” He regards three medicines as of 
real value—castor oil, epsom saltg and lo- 
dine, the two former for conditioning adling 
fowls and the latter for wounds. 

Under old conditions back Kast, he points 
out, the chickens roamed over the farm aud 
received little individual care. If a hen 
died no attention was paid to it. Here in

Seven thousand three hundred and thir 


ty cows were tested in the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation for June.

The 
top pure-bred cow was that of Santa Mon- 
ica Dairy Company, Venice, which pro- 
duced 94.5 pounds of fat; the best grade 
cow came from the herd of the Crescent 
Creamery, Artesia, with 98.5 pounds of faa. 
The best five pure-breds in herds of thirty 
r less produced 289.8 pounds of butter 


fat for Earl Graham, Saugus. The best; 


five from larger pure-bred herds were from 
Ei Colmo Rancho, Norwalk, and produced 
198.7 pounds of butter fat. The best quin- 
tette from grade herds of thirty or less 
came from the Palmdale ranch of C. Rouff 
and yielded 331.1 pounds; the best five 
from grade herds of from thirty to sixty 
were those of John Van Noord, Bellflower 
and produced 324.8 pounds; the best five 
grades from herds Of from sixty to 150, V.

For mamy years Mr. Hummell endured 
the switching of the cows’ tails as he milked 
them with more or less patience, but final.

the stalls and suspended a board on a wire, 
operated by means of a pulley. When he 
prepares to milk he lowers the board un- 
mediately behind the cow and a litcle to her 
right, so that when she switches, she bits 
the board. 


For twenty years he went down the line 
of stanchions releasing each one In turn as 
the cows were turned out of the barn. When 
they came in he went down the line agai, 
fastening each one. But now he has a new 
fangled stanchion fixture by means ot whic 
he opens and closes. the entire row of 
stanchions ut one operation. Directly above 
the stanchions runs a long movable %3xé 
timber and it is bolted to each of ths 
stanchion collars.

BANNING.—The Banning Canning Com- 
pany began work on apricots this season 
on June 16 and had a steady run of about 
three weeks. D. H. Gates, general manager 
of the company, states that the crop was 
light and the fruit rather small, due, he be- 
Heves, to several dry years and the cold, 
wet weather of spring. However, the col- 
or was better than usual and the sugar con- 
tent higher tham that of last year, he says.

"Cot Canning pat” te the orchards. Most of these were 


exteans who were paid $3 a day of nine 
hours for picking. Near 300 women and 
girlie were employed im the various depart- 
ments of the cannery. During the peak of 
the season all available space was used by 
pitting crews, who received 22 cents a box 
for the work. 

After the ‘cots were pitted, they 

passed through washing machines 
proceeded to the graders where pie and ta 
ble fruit were separated. Packing followed 
and the filled cams were carried on endless 
belts to the syruper. Thence they went to 
the sealing machine and then into the steam 
cookers where they remained for from six 
to thirteen minutes, depending on the size 
of the cans. They were stacked in the cool- 
ing room and then taken to the warehouse 
where they were labeled and packed in 
coses. The capacity of the warehouse is 
200,000 cases. Most of this fruit is market- 
ed in the Southern States, especially in the 
lower Mississippi Valley. As last year’s 
canned ‘cots were cleaned up early, it is am 
ticipated that good prices will rule. 
+ The apricot pits, almost worthless be- 
fore the war, were dried as a valuable by- 
product. They were shipped to Los Angeles, 
where they sell for $88 a ton. 

As soon as the apricot canning season 
was over, preparations were made for the 
coming peaches. The peach crop is report- 
ed to be light, but with large-sized fruits. 

The Banning dry yard started on apri- 
cots on June 9. On account of high prices 
offered for green fruit, a comparatively 
mall tonnage was dried this season. R. H. 
Coombs, manager of the yard, stated that 
growers were charged 4 1-2 to 5 cents a 
pound for drying. Most of the fruit was ex- 
ceptionally small. ‘The company employed 
about thirty Mexican women and girls 
cutting and pitting. After the pits were 
removed the halves were laid on trays and 
conveyed to the sulphur pits where they 
remained for from twelve to twenty-four 

ours. They were then taken to the dry 
ard where the sunshine did the rest. 


Sells Entire Potato Crop

Grows Fine Avocados 
: Near the Sea 


CARLSBAD.—There is a well established 
belief that avocados will not do as well 
right on the coast as farther inland, but E. 
man of this place has proved to his own 
satisfaction that in his particular location 
at least they thrive exceedingly well near 
the sea. He has a twoacre place only «a 
few hundred feet from salt water and not 
over thirty feet above it and his small 
planting of the “butter fruit” has attracted 
the attention of experts because of its fruit- 
fulness. 


He acquired the place about six years 
ago and at once put out trees of the Spinks, 


Crown Near the Sea. 
E. Carlsbad and his 
Eyman of grid prolific 


Fuerte, Dickinson, Anaheim, Queen and 
Linda varieties, with a Godfrey from For- 
ida thrown in for good measure. He also 
has a number of seedlings, some from 
known seed and some unidentified. All, he 
says, bave done well and some have been 
precocious as to early and heavy bearing. 

Mr. Eymem admits that he has let the 
planting more or less alone and its jungle 
like appearance bears him out. He waters 
the trees by means of a home-made sprink- 
ler set in ander the wide-spreading branch- 
es. A flock of hens provides fertilizer amd 
this is applied by the simple process of dig- 
ging holes at central points among the trees 
and burying it. There has never been any 
cultivation and the owner says he has never 
spent a cent on upkeep. 

Mr. Eymar sags he made a tidy sum last 
summer selling avocados from his various 
trees at a roadside stand on the nearby 
highway. He says he realized $150 from his 
seedlings alone. The plamting amounts to 
forty trees and occupies three quarters of 
an acre. 

The Carlsbad man also grows “first-crop” 
figs that stay on the trees from the fall be 
fore and which bring good prices. He be- 
heves there are possibilities in this kind 
of production in this district. 


Apple H arvest Starts 
| in August 


BEAUMONT.—Apple thinning be in 
this district in June and was completed ear- 
ly in July. The crop in some orchards is re- 
ported as quite heavy; in others no thin- 
ning was required. The Delicious, one of 
the principal varieties here, had a light crop 
this year, according to A. R. Bixby, mana- 
ger of the Beaumont Fruit Growers’ Asso 
ciation. There are about 1300 acres of bear- 
ing apple trees in the Beaumont district, 
the chief varieties being Delicious, Wine- 
sap. Jonathan, Champion, Rome Beauty 
and King David. A few Gravenstein, Pear- 
main and Arkansas Black apples are grown. 


Apples are the largest crop handled by 
the association, which has an _ elaborate 
plant with three big cold storage rooms, two 
pre-cooling rooms and two large grading 
machines. A cider press was installed last 
year to take care of culls. The culls are 


said to return about $30 a ton from the cid- 


er and pulp which is sold as hog feed. 

The apple harvest begins in August and 
is completed in November. Nearly all of 
last year's crop here was disposed of by 
June of this year. 


Early Cotton Is Ginned 


at Calipatria 


CALIPATRIA.—The first cotton ginned lo- 
cally was brought to this city on July 6, and 
two bales of 512 and 625 pounds res 
ly were turned out by the W. B. Coberly gin 
here. The cotton came from volunteer 
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— to be one of the earliest ginned 
bales of cotton in the State. 

About 13,000 acres aré in cotton this year 
in the North End district of Imperial Val 
ley. Nearly all is volunteer. Last year the 
cotton “acreage was nearly double this 
amount. Low prices and a labor shortage 
last year had a tendency to discourage grow- 
ers. The labor situation in the valley this 
year is said to be much better, with the 
registration of many Mexican laborers last 
spring by the Federal labor authorities, and 
no serious shortage this summer and fall is 
apprehended. 


Climatic conditions are favorable, accord- 
ing to reports. from the larger cotton grow- 
ers. W. B. Young, who has about 1000 acres 
in the crop near this city, says his patch 
looks fine and has estimated about 100 bales 
open in July in 700 acres of volunteer cot- 
ton. A large crew began picking about the 
middle of July. Some growers report that 
their plants are loaded with bolls and a 
good yield is anticipated. It is too early to 
estimate the yield with any degree of cer- 
tainty yet, but it is expected that it will run 
close to 7000

Great Pure-bred 


By ROBERT „. 


OOD live stock and modern plants go 
hand in hand in the dairy industry of 
Improved methods of 
handling milk make for high quality, while 
high-class, heavy-producing cows supply the 
quantity. Improved breeds of dairy cattle, 
distinguished for heavy milk and butter fat 
production, have played an important part 
in supplying our growing population with 
one of its principal foods, amd among these 
popular breeds the Guernsey holds an im- 
portant place in filling the demand for an 
‘extra fine milk product. This breed has 
attracted much attention throughout the 
country because of the high market value of 
its rich yellow milk. 


It is of interest to know that the largest 
herds of both pure-bred and grade Guernsey 
cattle in the world are located within the 


city limite of Los Angeles. The largest C 


herd of pure-bred Guernseys is now owned 
by Brant Rancho, one of the oldest ranches 
in the new development of the San Fernan- 
do Valley. The late O. F. Brant, with his 
associates, Gen, H. G. Otis, Gen M. H. Sher- 
man and Harry Chandler, bought the old 
Lankershim-Van Nuys ramches—657,000 acres 
in the southern half of the valley. On this 
tract the towns of Van Nuys, Marion (now 
Reseda) and Owensmouth were started and 
a magnificent boulevard 150 feet wide and 
fifteen miles long was bullt at a cost of 
half a million dollars. Alfred and D. O. 
Brant, sons of O. F. Brant, took up 852 
acres near Owensmouth. It was bare land 
—no roads, fences or trees, and at first it 
Was necessary to live in tents and haul 
drinking water two miles. 

That was only sixteen y ago. 
Brant Rancho is one of the best-developed 
ranches in the Southwest. It contains fifty 
acres of walnut trees fourteen years old, 
planted when water for them had to be 
hauled in wagons, and fifty acres more of 
younger trees now bearing. It has a poultry 
plant for 10,000 hens, and with the chicks 
developed to take the place ot the old ones, 
there are at times 20,000 chickens on the 
place. Three hundred acres are in alfalfa, 
and 100 acres planted to corn fill the four 
‘big concrete silos. Three hundred acres 
more are devoted to truck gardens. Every 
foot of the place is under cultivation and 
irrigation except what used for buildings 
and yards. A low tilée-roof house built in 
Spanish style around an open court, is the 
t residence. Big sycamore trees tower 
above the walls around the grassy patio. 
The dairy barns with paved corrals and all 
the other ranch building&#—test barns, horse 
barns, dairy house, bunk houses and cot- 
tages, are modern throughout. The build- 
ings and fences are painted white, and the 
setting of great snowy buildings framed by 
giant trees with a foreground of green 
grass and a background of thrifty crops 
makes a picturesque view that impresses 
the passing tourist and delights the visitor 
both with its magnitude and its beauty. 

Such am institution did not spring up over- 
night, nor was the outstanding herd 
Guernseys assembled there in a fortnight 
or a year. About twelve years ago it had 
its beginnings when D. O. Brant, a graduate 
of the University of California College of 
Agriculture, decided to start a dairy herd. 
After a careful study of all the dairy breeds, 
he selected the Guernseys because, he says, 
he felt that they produced the best milk for 
home consumption. Construction of the 
model dairy buildings was begun in 1914. 
Today they are practically as good as when 
they were erected. In the same year Mr. 
Brant went east and bought fifty pure-bred 
Guernsey cows and heifers and two bulls. 


Beginning with only four cases of milk 
delivered daily by Mr. Brant himself in his 


* little flivver, the demand for the milk with 


tie QGalifernaia show circuit in recent years, with three class

the deep cream line grew so great that he 
had to have more cows. All the heifers 
were retained in the herd and three more 
importations were made to meet a demand 
which Mr. Brant says has never been fully 
met. Now the herd numbers 327 head of 
pure-bred Guernsey animals—the largest of 
its kind in the world. Not a large dairy as 
dairies go, but one must remember that 
Guernsey cattle are scarce and that they 
are very high priced. 


SCORED 100 PER CENT 


The milk from the herd is produced under 
the supervision of the Los Angeles Health 
Commission which guaramtees its cleanli- 
nese and purity. Hospitals, clubs and ho- 
tels until recently took the entire output, 


but an increased production now permits a gh 


Umited distribution to homes. Brant 
Rancho has been winning gold medals on 
its milk amd cream since 1915 and it is said 
to be the only dairy which has ever re- 
cefved a score of 100 per cent on both prod- 
ucts. His most notable achievement was 
when Mr. Brant sent milk and cream to 
the National Dairy Show in Chicago, won 
both gold medals for the highest scores and 
also the first and only 100 per cent score 
given by the Federal Government,

Brant 
Rancho has been conductfgg production 
tests almost since its inception and has at- 
tracted nation-wide attention because of its 
high records. Three cows in the herd have 
held world records. Eight records have been 
lass Leaders (among the ten highest of the 
breed for different ages,) while six cows 
hold State records. Forty-five records 
in the herd have been for over 600 pounds 
of butter fat, averaging 14,110.8 pounds of 
milk and 684.41 pounds of butter fat per 
cow. One hundred Brant Rancho records 
average 606.15 pounds of fat. More Guern-

The annual calf crop and the fertilizer from 
so large a herd are items of great value. 
The milk produced by such a cow as Cous- 
in Florence of the Rancho, the highest pro- 
ducing cow of the herd and incidentally, the 
highest record Guernsey in the West, pro- 

cing 19,542 pounds of milk ad 934.7 
pounds of fat, Mr. Brant figures to be worth 
close to $2000 a year. 

Among the many fine bulls which have 
been developed on the place, the former 
herd sire, Brookmead’s White Face, is the 
most notable. It is claimed that he is the 
greatest transmitting sire of the breed, his 
daughters having increased the records of 
their dams more than those of any other 
Guernsey bull. This bull increased the rec 
ords of his daughters over their dams by 
212 pounds of fat each. Among his noted 
daughters are Cousin Florence of the Ran- 
cho, mentioned above, which in addition to 
the record given, comple two other year- 
ly records, one as a 65-year-old with 818.1 
pounds of fat from 18,644.3 pounds of milk, 
and the other at four years with 735.78 
pounds of fat from 13,812.2 pounds of milk. 
e is expected to make over 1 pounds 
of fat this year.

Three sons of Brookmead’s White Face 
out of the best cows of the herd, and an- 
other out of the best imported cow of the 
herd are also being used as herd sires. 
They are all of the popular May Rose breed- 
ing. Daughters of these bulls hawe records 
up to 707 pounds of butter fat as first-calf 
heifers. 

From 125 to 150 calves are dropped in 
this herd every year, about half of them 
being heifers. All bulls not from record 
cows or in any way wanting in quality and 
promise are butchered, as the management 
of Brant Rancho believes it is poor policy 
to sell bulls that would not reflect credit on 
their origin. Herd sires have been shipped 
to Canada, Mexico, San Salvador, Costa 
Rica and other central and South American 
countries, as well as to many sections of the 
United States, and word from them is that 
they are doing good work and raising but- 
ter-fat averages. 

Mr. Brant has spent a great deal of time 
and money in bringing the Brant Rancho 
herd up to its present strength amd stand- 
ing, but in so doing he has accomplished a 
worth-while task, and accomplished an en- 
viable achievement.

BAKERSFIELD.—tThe Kera County Union 
High School at Bakersfield last summer 
sent a group of “Ag” Club boys to Yosemite 
Valley. So successful was the experiment 
that is was repeated this June. 
boys were selected and those who had 
shown the greatest interest in their club 
work were given the preference. Two in 
structors accompanied them. 

The beys financed the trip. First each one 
contributed $15 to the fund. Cars are rent- 
ed at the rate of 3 cents a mile, plus all re 
pairs, gas and oil except rubber. All the 
groceries and miscellaneous expenses are 
paid from the fund. There was quite a bit 
of car trouble this year, but at the end of 
the trip of nine days, five of Which were 
spent in Yosemite Valley, each of the boys 
received a refund of $3» the tour costing 
them $12 apiece. 

For convenience in camping, the 
was divided into four groups of five ea 
including the inetructors. Each group 
cooked over a separate fire and conducted 
its camp work separately. A tent was pro 
vided where the groceries and other sup- 
plies were kept and apportioned out by the 
instructor in charge. 

The members of the tour came back, 
tanned, happy, and full of their experiences. 
There were no serious mishaps. The lads 
hiked in various directions to see places 
of particular interest and they say they en- 
joyed good fishing all the way out. 

“One reason why we give the boys this 
trip.” says Harry L. Holmes, agricultural 
instructor of the school, “is that it creates 
a great deal of interest in the agricultural 
department. The boys are looking forward 
to the next öne already. They are given an 
outing in one of the most scenic places in 
the United States at a cost lower than one 
would think possible. We regard it as a 
builder of character. Surely every boy 
must be the better for having been awed by 
the Yosemite wonderland and for having 
gazed on the majestic trees of the Mar- 
posa grove. Next year we expect to take 
more on the Yosemite trip.”

The co-operative tuberculin testing by Fed- 
eral, State and county agencies has reduced 
the percentage of tuberculous cattle in the 
United States from 4 per cent in 1922 to 2.8 
per cent in 1926, according to a recent sur- 
vey conductei by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.
